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The origination and early success of this Hospital as a School 
for Ophthalmic Surgery are attrihutahle to a great Surgeon, 
John Cunningham Saundebs, who first adapted the operation for 
Cataract to the condition of infancy. It is the earliest, in order of 
time, of the Institutions of this class, now so general throughout 
this Empire and in other countries. 



It is deemed right to draw attention to the delay in submitting 
ehildren with Cataract to the care of the Surgeon. In 650 cases of 
that description brought to the Hospital^ the average age is estimated 
at seven years, although the condition of early childhood is tnost 
favourable for the operation. 
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REPORT for 1880. 

The Committee of Management of the Eoyal London 
Ophthalmic Hospital, Moorfields, have the pleasure 
to submit to the Governors of the Hospital their 
Report upon its affairs for the year 1880. They are 
happy in being able to assure the kind friends and 
supporters of the Hospital that the general working 
of the Institution during the past year has been satis- 
factory, and that the important alterations and 
additions noticed in previous Reports have had their 
effect in extending the usefulness and efficiency of the 
Charity, and it may now be fairly said to be almost 
complete in all its details, and capable of carrying 
out to the full its very important fanction as the 
largest Eye Hospital in the world and the parent of 
all similar special Institutions. 

With respect to the financial affairs of the Hospital, 
the Committee of Management regret that they are 
unable to report that it is satisfactory. They have 
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been daring the past year compelled to sell out very 
considerably from the small invested savings of years, 
to meet the current expenditure, which they were 
unable to reduce, when at the same time the good 
work of the Hospital in its magnitude and efficiency 
had to be continued. 

The great depression in commercial and business 
circles, and, added to this, the lamentable and 
disastrous seasons of the last few years, grievously 
affecting the landed and agricultural interest of the 
country, has without doubt considerably influenced 
the amount of contributions to be disposed of amongst 
Charities generally, and could not fail to have its 
baneful influence on the Voluntary Income of this 
Hospital amongst others. The Committee of Manage- 
ment, however, are glad to say that the Annual 
Subscriptions for the year have been d£732. 2s. 8d., or 
very nearly equal in amount to the previous year, and 
this is in itself a source of satisfaction, as the Annual 
Subscription^ is to a certain extent a source of 
income to be depended on, and where " old friends" 
of the Charity pass away ** new friends " take their 
place, and will in time to come help with their kind 
and benevolent assistance. The Committee of 
Management of the Hospital would very gladly see 
this mode of contribution to the Hospital increased, 



and tbey ask the many Mends of the Charity who 
in the next few months will peruse this Beport to 
become Annual Subscribers, entitling them to the 
privileges of Governors of the Hospital and the 
right to recommend both In and Out-Fatients to its 
benefits. 

The Committed with much regret have to re* 
port that the Donations have during the past year 
seriously fallen off, and are dBl,018. 166. 4d. only^ 
against dB2,829. 15s, 7d. in 1879. The Committee 
have to deplore that in 1880 they have not had the 
honour of receiving several munificent gifts as in 
1879; but they are nevertheless most grateful to 
the many kind and considerate Donors who have 
generously helped them in their work of relieving the 
afflicted and suffering. 

Their cordial thanks are especially due to Mrs. 
Tbooke for deiOO, and to the Council of the Metro- 
politan Hospital Sunday Fund for a further award 
to this Hospital of £288. 6s. 8d. 

The Committee have also to express their thanks 
to the Council of the Hospital Saturday Fund for 
awarding to the Hospital ^6111. 17s. 7d. This amount, 
however, had not been received up to the end of the 
financial year, and in consequence is not included in 
the account of Receipts for that year. 
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The following Legacies have been received —

And also an amount of J6600 Consols^ transferred to 
the Trustees of the Hospital from the Executors of 
the late Mrs. Elizabeth Hubst, and £100 Consols 
from the Executors of the late Henby J. Fidleb. The 
thanks of the Committee are given to the several 
Executors, and the first named in each estate 
has been elected an Honorary Life Governor of the 
Institution. 

The Committee have received also £119. 18s. from 
the Court of Chancery as part of a Legacy of £500 
from Mrs. Eliza Jennings. This amount of £500 was 
left by the deceased lady to the Ophthalmic Hospital 
in London, and the Executors having had claims 
made thereto by other Hospitals, placed the matter 
in the Court of Chancery, when, after some time, 
£119. 18s. was paid to this Hospital as the proportion 
to which it was entitled, a division having been 
ordered by the Court after payment of duty and costs 
in the case. The Committee therefore desire to 
impress upon the friends of the Hospital generally 
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the absolute necessity of its being correctly described 
in all legal documents as '' The Boyal London Oph- 
thalmic Hospital, Moorfields/' so that the intention 
of Donors may be carried out in their integrity. 

The expenditure for the year past, as will be seen 
by the accounts herewith, has been similar to that of 
1879, and a due regard to economy has been given by 
the Committee consistent with the care and welfare 
of the patients. 

As part of the expenditure, it will be seen that an 
outlay of i6599. lis. Id. was incurred for repairs and 
improvements. This amount appears to be very 
large, but the Committee, in addition to the cleaning 
and colouring the Wards of the Hospital in thQ 
summer months, which they were advised was abso- 
lutely necessary, had also to incur a large expepse for 
providing iron staircases outside the building, to be 
used only as a means of escape in case of fire, and 
which now render an exit from each floor of the new 
Wing easy and simple. 

The Committee also had under their consideration 
the method of cooking in the Hospital ; and after 
much consultation decided on a system of cooking by 
gas, which has effected a considerable diminution in 
the wasting of the meat, and will prove far more 
economical than that of the coal stove. 
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The Committee have appended hereto the Surgical 
and Medical Beport^ and they beg to call the special 
attention of the Governors to the very great increase of 
the In*Patient8 received during the past twelve 
months, being a far larger number than has ever 
before come within the walls of the Hospital in one 
year. A large proportion were received into the 
Cataract Wards, and were attended and operated on 
for that severe affliction ; and it is a matter for much 
congratulation that nearly all those afflicted with 
blindness from this and similar serious diseases 
have been restored to sight by the skiKul aid afforded 
hj the Honorary Staff of the Hospital. 

The In-Patients were 1,658 ; whilst the total 
number of persons receiving benefit during the year 
was 24,414, and their attendances for advice and 
medicine numbered 118,780. 

The Committee, as Managers of the Hospital, and 
on behalf of these large numbers of the afflicted poor, 
feel that they have to thank most cordially their 
Hbiiorary Medical and Surgical Officers for the 
kind care, attention, and skill they have devoted to 
the cause of suffering humanity, and they beg most 
sincerely to convey to them their high and unqualified 
appreciation of the devotion to the work of the 
Hospital which their Surgical Staff so freely and 
generously give. 
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During the past year the teaching of the Hospital 
has been further advanced by the establishment of 
classes for the special study of the anatomy of Eye 
diseases, thus further utilising the opportunities for 
study which exist in this above all other similar 
institutions in the world* 

The Committee, in concluding their Annual Beport, 
make this year an earnest appeal to the benevolent 
public. They plead for assistance from those who 
have comfortable and happy honies and the money 
and the heart to give ; they would remind those 
blessed with sight and health that it is a duty and a 
privilege to support an old-established Institution 
such as this ; they would al$Q ask those tp give who 
themselves have been restored to sight, and who should 
feel it a sacred duty to help to obtain the same great 
blessing for their poorer brethren. Being fully assured 
of the great advantages of an Institution like the Boyal 
London Ophthalmic Hospital, the CommiUee confi- 
dently appeal to all in the name of Hiin who said, — 

** Beceive thy sight."

I. 

NAME. 

The Royal London Ophthalmic Hospital shall be Name ana 
open daily for the relief of the Poor, of every country and p^'P°^*- 
denomination, suffering from disease or injury of the Eye. 

II. 

OBJECTS. 

Every applicant, being poor, shall have gratuitous advice Objects, 
and a supply of medicine as an Out-Patient. In-Patients 
to be admitted by Governors' tickets, or at the discretion 
of the Medical Officer in attendance, regard being had to 
the extent of accommodation afforded by the Hospital. 

III. 

MANAGSMENT. 
Committee : its Powers and Functions. 

The Hospital shall be under the management of a Com- Manage- 
mittee, consisting of twenty-four Governors, to be ap-"*®^*' 
pointed at the Annual Meeting ; and the President, the 
Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and Trustees shall be, ex officio, 
members of the Committee. The Committee, at their first

Meeting after being chosen, to elect a Chairman aud Deputy 
Chairman. The Committee may appoint to vacancies during 
the current year^ so as to maintain the full number of 
twenty-four should they think fit.
